British East Indies. — The Governor of Burmah issued, under date 
of May 28, 1898, the following regulations for the ports of Eanju, 
Moulmein, Bassein, and Akyab, to prevent the introduction of plague by 
means of rats from ships : 

1. No vessel arriving at any one of the ports named shall, without 
written permit from the customs officer, anchor at the quay or pier. 

2. The customs officer shall deliver the written permit only when in 
his judgment the unlading apparatus of the vessel is not sufficient for 
the taking on or unlading of a cargo. 

3. The vessel receiving the written permit shall approach the quay or 
pier only by daylight, and shall remain there only so long as is neces- 
sary, in the opinion of the customs officer, for the lading or unlading 
of a cargo. 

The same regulations hold good for the landing or taking on board 
of passengers.
